Assault is deadliest on forces 
in Afghanistan in three years 

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I A multi-pronged mili- 
tant assault on a small, remote U.S. base close 
to the Pakistan border killed nine American 
soldiers and wounded 15 Sunday in the dead- 
liest attack on U.S. forces in Afghanistan in 
three years, officials said. 

The attack began around 4:30 a.m. and 

lasted throughout the 

day. Militants fired 
machine guns, rocket- 
propelled grenades and 
mortars from homes and 
a mosque in the village of 
Wanat in the mountain- 
ous northeastern prov- 
ince of Kunar, NATO’s 
International Security 
Assistance Force said. 

U.S. officials say 
militant attacks in 
Afghanistan are becom- 
ing more complex, 
intense and better coordinated than a year 
ago. Monthly death tolls of U.S. and NATO 
troops in Afghanistan surpassed U.S. mili- 
tary deaths in Iraq in May and June. 

U.S. officials are considering drawing 
down additional forces from Iraq in coming 
months, in part because of the need for addi- 
tional troops in Afghanistan. U.S. officials 
have said they need at least three more bri- 
gades in Afghanistan — or more than 10,000 
troops. The attack was the deadliest for U.S. 
troops in Afghanistan since June 2005, when 
16 American troops were killed, (ap)

Federal Reserve ready 
to lend money to the 
ailing mortgage giants 

WASHINGTON I The Federal Reserve 
and the U.S. Treasury announced 
steps Sunday to shore up mortgage 
giants Fannie Mae and Freddie 
Mac, whose shares have plunged 
as losses from their mortgage 
holdings threatened their finan- 
cial survival. 

The Federal Reserve said it 
granted the Federal Reserve Bank 
of New York authority to lend to the 
two companies “should such lend- 
ing prove necessary.” 

Secretary Henry Paulson said 
the Treasury is seeking authority 
to expand its current line of credit 
to the two companies should they 
need to tap it and to make an equity 
investment . Such moves will require 
congressional approval. 


Mortgage bailout may 
signal the end of help 
for struggling banks 

NEW YORK I The U.S. government 
is signaling it won’t throw a life- 
line to struggling financial com- 
panies — except for mortgage 
lynchpins Fannie Mae and Fred- 
die Mac — marking a shift to a new 
and potentially more volatile phase 


“Fannie Mae and Freddie Mac 
play a central role in our housing 
finance system and must contin- 
ue to do so in their current form 


of the credit crisis. 

Such an approach could mean 
beaten- down investment banks 
like Lehman Brothers Holdings 
Inc. and regional banks must now 
fend for themselves as they try to 
recover from billions of dollars in 
mortgage -related losses — unlike 
Bear Stearns Cos., whose buyout the 
government helped orchestrate in 
March. That is bound to unnerve an 
already turbulent Wall Street and

Paulson said Sunday. 

Fannie Mae and Freddie Mac 
either hold or back $5.3 trillion of 


make investors even more anxious 
as they await financial companies’ 
earnings reports that are expected 
to be down a stunning 69 percent 
from a year ago. 

The short-term uncertainty 
about Freddie Mac and Fannie Mae 
was to an extent relieved on Sunday. 
Federal officials again threw their 
support behind the government- 
sponsored enterprises; the Treasury 
pledged to expand its current line of 


mortgage debt. That’s about half 
the outstanding mortgages in the 
United States. 

The department, the Fed and 
other regulators worked in close con- 
sultation throughout the weekend 
after investor fears about the com- 
panies’ finances sent their shares 
plummeting in trading last week. 

The announcement marked the 
latest move by the government to 
bolster confidence in the mortgage 
companies. A critical test of confi- 
dence will come Monday morning, 
when Freddie Mac is slated to auc- 
tion a combined $3 billion in three- 
and six-month securities. 

Fannie and Freddie were creat- 
ed by the government to provide 
more Americans the chance to own 
a home by adding to the available 
cash banks can loans customers. If 
one or both of the companies were 
to fail, it would wreak havoc on the 
already fragile economy, (ap)

Pay-As-You-Go’ Loopholes 


Black market sellers 
are taking advantage 
of cheap cell phones 

MIAMI I For less than $15, anyone 
can buy a cell phone loaded with 
minutes. They can buy more when- 
ever those minutes run out. Best of 
all, they aren’t locked into a long- 
term contract. 

But in South Florida, New York, 
California, Georgia, Texas and else- 
where, traffickers have figured out 
they can make big profits by pur- 
chasing thousands of these low-cost 
phones and tweaking the software 
so that calls can be made on any 
cell network. The altered phones 


are then sold all over the world — 
costing U.S. phone companies tens 
of millions of dollars. 

Some traffickers employ dozens 
of people full-time as “runners” to 
buy the phones at retail stores so 
they can later be hacked into and 
resold. The problem for the phone 
companies is that they often sell the 
phones at a loss, instead making 
their money when customers have 
to buy additional minutes from 
them — a guaranteed profit once 
the phone is sold. But the phone 
companies have no guarantee that 
customers will buy minutes from 
them after the phones are hacked 
or shipped to a far-off country. 

Web sites catering to these deal- 


ers boast about having huge num- 
bers of unlocked cell phones. 

“There is a lot of profit in it,” 
said James Baldinger, a West 
Palm Beach attorney with the 
Carlton Fields firm who repre- 
sents TracFone. “Even as we con- 
tinue to shut people down, we do 
find there are people still engaged 
in it. TracFone is going to keep going 
after them.” 

TracFone has filed 39 lawsuits 
in recent months — more than half 
of them in South Florida — seek- 
ing to stop companies and individ- 
uals from trafficking in its phones. 
Similar lawsuits have been filed by 
AT&T, Nokia, Virgin Mobile USA 
and Motorola, curtanderson (ap)

43 Countries Launch New Union

Mediterranean nations 
pledge to work toward 
peace at Paris summit 

PARIS I Forty-three nations, includ- 
ing Israel and Arab states, agreed 
Sunday to work for a Middle East 
free of weapons of mass destruc- 
tion in launching an unprecedented 
Union forthe Mediterranean aimed 
at securing peace across the res- 
tive region. 

Deep divisions still slice through 
the region and its population of 
800 million people, and surfaced 
during Sunday’s summit, highlight- 
ing how hard it will be to parlay 
the meeting’s goodwill and words 
into real progress. Syria’s president 
refused to shake the Israeli prime 
minister’s hand, and Morocco’s king 
snubbed the meeting attended by 
the president of rival Algeria. 

Still, summit host Nicolas Sar- 
kozy, France’s president, reveled at 
having brought so many leaders to 
the same table for the first time. 

“We dreamed about a Union 
for the Mediterranean, and now 
it is a reality,” Sarkozy said in clos- 
ing the summit in a palace abut- 
ting the river Seine. He called it an 
“extremely moving, very important 


moment.” 

In a final declaration, the 
nations represented at the summit 
— including Israel, Syria, the Pal- 
estinian Territories and countries 
across Europe, the Middle East and 
North Africa — agreed to “pursue a 
mutually and effectively verifiable 
Middle East Zone free of weapons 


of mass destruction.” 

The statement said that includes 
nuclear, chemical and biological 
weapons and their delivery systems, 
and said the countries will “consider 
practical steps to prevent the pro- 
liferation” of such weapons. 

It was unclear, however, how the 
signatories — who included Israeli 


Prime Minister Ehud Olmert and 
Syrian President Bashar Assad — 
would enforce the pledge. 

The summit declaration also 
condemned “terrorism in all its 
forms” and announced six major 
projects, from a common university 
to depolluting the Mediterranean

ICC expected to charge 
al-Bashir with crimes 
against humanity 

KHARTOUM, SUDAN I Sudan’s ruling 
party warned Sunday there will be 
more violence in Darfur if the coun- 
try’s president is indicted for crimes 
against humanity and genocide as 
hundreds of people rallied in Khar- 
toum to show their support for the 
longtime leader. 

A prosecutor at the Interna- 
tional Criminal Court is expected 
to seek an arrest warrant Monday 
charging President Omar al-Bashir 
with orchestrating violence in Dar- 
fur that has left hundreds of thou- 
sands of people dead since 2003. 

In Sudan, the ruling Nation- 
al Congress Party called the case 


against the al-Bashir “irresponsi- 
ble cheap political blackmail” that 
has no legal basis, according to a 
statement from the party that was 
broadcast on state TV.

The prison service said Sunday 
Israel would free five Lebanese, 
including the perpetrator of one 
of the most notorious attacks in 
Israeli history.

Israel 
believes the soldiers are dead.

Pope Arrives in Austraiia 


Benedict XVI is likely 
to address problem of 
clergy sexual abuse 

SYDNEY, AUSTRALIA | Pope Benedict 
XVI has raised expectations he will 
apologize directly to victims of past 
clergy sexual abuse while he is in 
Australia this week for a Roman 
Catholic gathering of hundreds of 
thousands of pilgrims. 

The leader of the church told 
reporters during a 20 -hour flight 
to Australia for a 9 - day visit start- 
ing Sunday that he would do every- 
thing possible to achieve “healing 
and reconciliation with the victims” 
of maltreatment by priests. 

Activists in Australia, who have 
demanded the pontiff make a for- 
mal apology to victims to help cool 
the scandal that has dogged the 
church in recent years, cautiously 
welcomed his comments. Still, they 
said he should go further and stop 
the church’s opposition to compen- 
sation claims. 

Senior clerics organizing the 
World Youth Day festival in Syd- 
ney this week have avoided using the

word “apology” to describe remarks 
Benedict is expected to make about 
the problem of clergy abuse, but they 
have made clear there will be some 
expression of regret. 

Benedict touched down Sunday 
at a military air base outside Syd- 
ney, as pilgrims were flooding into 
the city for the largest public event 
since the 2000 Olympics. 


He was greeted on the tarmac 
by Prime Minister Kevin Rudd and 
other government and church offi- 
cials. The pontiff was then whisked 
to a retreat in the city where he 
will stay out of the public eye until 
Thursday, when he will ride by 
boat through Sydney Harbor to 
a wharf- side venue and address a

Software problems 
bug Apple’s release 
of new iPhone model 

DEBACLE I The launch of Apple 
Inc.’s much-anticipated new iPhone 
turned into an information-technol- 
ogy meltdown on Friday, as custom- 
ers were unable to get their phones 
working. 

“It’s such grief and aggravation,” 
said Frederick Smalls, an insurance 
broker in Whitman, Mass., after 
spending two hours on the phone 
with Apple and AT&T Inc., trying 
to get his new iPhone to work. 

In stores, people waited at coun- 
ters to get the phones activated, as 
lines built behind them. 

Many of the customers had 
already camped out for several 
hours in line to become among 
the first with the new phone, which 
updates the one launched a year ago 
by speeding up Internet access and 
adding a navigation chip. 

A spokesman for AT&T, the 
exclusive carrier for the iPhone 
in the U.S., said there was a global 
problem with Apple’s iTunes serv- 


ers that prevented the phones from 
being fully activated in-store as had 
been planned. 

Instead, employees are telling 
buyers to go home and perform the 
last step by connecting their phones 
to their own computers, spokesman 
Michael Coe said. 

However, the iTunes servers were 
equally hard to reach from home, 
leaving the phones unusable except 
for emergency calls. 

The problem extended to own- 
ers of the previous iPhone model. 
A software update released for that 
phone on Friday morning required 
the phone to be reactivated through 
iTunes. 

“It’s a mess,” said freelance pho- 
tographer Giovanni Cipriano, who 
updated his first-generation iPhone 
only to find it unusable. 

On Thursday, Apple had prob- 
lems with the launch of a new data 
service, MobileMe. 

The service is designed to 
synchronize a user’s personal 
data across devices, including 
the iPhone, but many users were 
denied access to their accounts.

admitted to the jail between May 
2005 and October 2007, according 
to a report to be released Monday by 
the departments of Corrections and 
Youth Rehabilitative Services. Seven 
of the juveniles had been charged 
with murder.

The review of the number of 
youth who pass through the jail 
comes as the District grapples with 
what to do about juvenile crime and 
how best to punish youthful offend- 
ers who, increasingly, are being sent 
directly to an adult system. 


Unlike an ordinary highway, 
the GW, as it’s commonly known, 
can’t just be widened, flattened and 
straightened to make room for more 
vehicles at higher speeds.

The city is considering options 
that include a dedicated facility for 
juveniles charged as adults that 
would cost up to $27.5 million to 
build and $12 million to operate 
each year. The other option would 
be to use employees from the youth 
rehabilitative agency, which are 
trained to work with troubled 
juveniles, to oversee youth at the 
jail. That option would cost up to 
$10 million annually. 

The U.S. Senate is considering

“It’s a real balancing act. It always 
has been, and it becomes more so as 
traffic increases,” said Jon G. James, 
acting superintendent of the GW, 
which will celebrate its 75th anni- 
versary as a National Park Service 
site next month.

Joshua Stoll, 24, of Sterling, 
Va., died shortly after the accident. 
Michael Feiock, 35, of Centreville, 
Va., died at a hospital Saturday. 

Authorities say the two men 
were either standing on the 
upper deck of the bus or standing 
on upper deck seats. The bus was 
traveling westbound on the South- 
east Freeway and passed beneath 
the 11th Street overpass. 

The bus, owned by private com- 
pany Open Top Sightseeing, is part 
of a fleet contracted by the Nation- 
als to carry fans to Nationals Park 
from the parking lot at the team’s 
old home, RFK Stadium. The ser- 
vice was implemented when the 
new ballpark opened this season 
because of a lack of sufficient park- 
ing spaces in the area. 

There were 16 people onboard 
the bus. None of the other fans were

care of our own free agents and open 
the 2008-09 season with a healthy 
core intact.” 

The Wizards offered Arenas a 
max contract — $127 million over 
six years — leaving it up to the 
unpredictable Agent Zero to decide 
whether he would live up to his pre- 
vious statement that he would take 
a lesser amount if it would help the 
team sign other players and improve 
the prospects of contending for an 
NBA title.

Anticipation builds 
as Ledger’s last 
performance looms 

V I L LA I N I British filmmaker Chris- 
topher Nolan has the mien of a pas- 
sionate literature professor and, in 
December, he spoke about young 
actor Heath Ledger as if he were 
the most intriguing manuscript to 
cross his desk in years. “The bold 
decisions that Heath has made with 
this performance are fascinating,” 
said Nolan. “I think he’s done some- 
thing quite exceptional.” 

Nolan was in Los Angeles to 
screen some early completed foot- 
age from “The Dark Knight,” the sec- 
ond film in his reboot of the Batman 
mythos, which has Ledger in the role 
of the Joker. In super-hero cinema, 
the difference between a good film 
and a great film is the villain, not the 
hero, and it’s telling that the six-min- 
ute sequence that Nolan brought with 
him did not include a single frame of 
the franchise’s caped crusader, who is 
again played by Christian Bale. 

The world will see the finished 
product Friday, when “The Dark 
Knight” opens, but Ledger, of course, 
will not be around to enjoy it. The 
28 -year-old Aussie and his promis- 
ing career will be remembered as an 
unfinished novel. Seven weeks after 
that screening in Los Angeles, Led-

ger was found dead of an accidental 
overdose in his loft in New York. 

For Nolan and the cast of “The 
Dark Knight,” the death was a 
bruising shock and an awkward 
professional challenge. A big-bud- 
get summer movie demands relent- 
less promotion, but no one wanted 
to make a crass or maudlin misstep. 
Nolan wrote an appreciation of Led- 
ger for Newsweek, and not only was it 
thoughtful, but the essay never men- 
tioned the film’s release date. 

Hollywood has been throwing 
larger-than-life heroes at the cin- 
eplex at a dizzying rate, with Iron 
Man, Indiana Jones, the Hulk and 
Hellboy leading the florid parade. But 
there is within “The Dark Knight” a 
level of subversive menace and ambi- 
tion that sets it apart from the pop- 
corn slugfests. “The Dark Knight” 
is many things, but it is not the feel- 
good movie of the summer. 

For the Joker, Nolan went back 
to the first appearance of the char- 
acter in comics in 1940, when the 
leering clown showed up without 
any sort of back story and simply 
started killing people. That’s how 
the Joker enters Nolan’s Gotham, 
not unlike, Nolan pointed out, the 
toothy intruder of “Jaws.” 

“You don’t care where the shark 
came from,” Nolan said, “you don’t 
care who the shark’s parents were.”

Sendak’s story has a 
wild (and bumpy) ride 
toward the big sceen 

MONSTERS I Something has gone 
very wrong with “Where the Wild 
Things Are,” the much- anticipated 
Spike Jonze adaptation of Maurice 
Sendak’s classic children’s book. 

The $80 million film, with a 
script by literary cool-guy Dave 
Eggers, was filmed largely in 2006 
in Australia. It was originally slat- 
ed for release this October but got 
pushed back to the fall of 2009. Last 
week it disappeared entirely from 
the Warner Bros, release schedule. 


a sign of continuing troubles. 

The script got good early reviews. 
But for months the Web has been 
pulsing with rumors and in-depth 
accounts of a research screening last 
December at which kids in the audi- 
ence were crying and fleeing the 
theater — not exactly the reaction 
the studio had hoped for. 

As you may recall from having 
read the Sendak story to your own 
child, “Where the Wild Things Are” 
is about a mischievous boy who, after 
being sent to his room without his 
supper, creates a forest-like world 
full of exotic beasties. 

The movie’s big problem? The 
boy, played by newcomer Max 


Records, is almost entirely unlik- 
able, coming off as more mean- 
spirited than mischievous. 

Jonze has also had tons of issues 
with the wild things. Originally shot 
as actors in furry creature suits with 
animated faces, as well as anima- 
tronic puppets, they were a big dis- 
appointment. Instead of being scary 
or funny, they seemed blank, with 
little warmth or emotion. Jonze is 
now retooling the film, using CGI to 
create more lifelike monsters. 

Warner chief Alan Horn denied 
rumors that the studio has taken 
Jonze off the movie, saying he 
remains fully supportive of the 
filmmaker. 


“We’ve given him more money 
and, even more importantly, more 
time for him to work on the film,” 
Horn said. “We’d like to find a 
common ground that represents 
Spike’s vision but still offers a film 
that really delivers for a broad- 
based audience. We obviously still 
have a challenge on our hands. But 
I wouldn’t call it a problem, simply 
a challenge. No one wants to turn 
this into a bland, sanitized studio 
movie. This is a very special piece 
of material and we’re just trying to 
get it right.” 

“We try to take a few shots,” he 
said. “Sometimes they work, and 
sometimes they don’t. The jury is 
still out on this one. But we remain 
confident that Spike is going to fig- 
ure things out and at the end of the 
day we’ll have an artistically com- 
pelling movie.” Patrick goldstein

Old-fashioned LPs 
are becoming trendy 
album formats again 

Travis Dryden spent his childhood 
listening to his parent’s records. And 
then he left them behind with the 
other detritus of his pre- college 
years to be sold for pennies at a 
yard sale. 

Lured by the portability of cas- 
sette tapes, the iridescent gleam of 
compact discs, then the miniatur- 
ized wonder of MP3 players — who 
needed the fragile, antiquated tech- 
nology of an LP? 

As it turns out, Dryden did. 

Now, like thousands of other 
reborn vinyl addicts, he scours 
record stores around the coun- 
try, trying to get those lost records 
back. 

“I abandoned a lot of my collec- 
tion, unfortunately,” Dryden said. 
“I started at record stores, thrift 
stores, garage sales and estate 
sales. When I travel for business 
I seek out record stores and thrift 
stores at the cities I visit.” 

Right now, Dryden said, his 
collection is small with only about 
500 albums. But it might as well 
be 50,000 — as co-founder of the 
Vinyl Preservation Society of Idaho, 
a rapidly growing group in Boise, 


Dryden gets the opportunity to lis- 
ten to selections from thousands of 
records at the organization’s month- 
ly meetings. 

The group started last year with 
a handful of people. They brought 
CDs, MP3s and records, meeting 
in each of their homes to talk and 
listen to music. Again and again, 
Dryden said, the group found them- 
selves choosing the warm hum of 
the turntable over the cold preci- 
sion of digital formats.

“We found our love of vinyl over- 
took the others,” he said. “We knew 
there had to be others like us.” 

They were right. Word spread 
about the group that gathered to 
listen to vinyl, and Dryden and his 
brother Chad spent three months 
coming up with the structure that 
would form the skeleton of the 
Vinyl Preservation Society. Eight 
months later, the group has more 
than 100 members. And Dryden 
hopes to see chapters spring up 
around the nation, and eventually 
the world.

At a recent meeting Dryden said 
a typical member “is just someone 
who can embrace a Pink Floyd song 
followed by Bobby Darin. It’s mercu- 
rial, it’s a big social experiment, and 
it’s probably the only place you can 
stand up and play a piece of music 
you had nothing at all to do with 
creating and people will honestly 
clap for you.” 

The Boise group isn’t alone in 
its love of vinyl. Coffee houses and 
lounges in cities like Portland, Ore., 
are featuring vinyl record listening 
sessions. Stores like Urban Outfit- 
ters are selling portable record play- 
ers. Last fall Amazon.com started 
a vinyl- only section. Vinyl record 
pressing plants are ramping up 
production, and some musicians 
are selling albums primarily on 
vinyl, including coupons for MP3 
downloads of the songs for porta- 
bility’s sake. 

Boise collector Jim Leonard pre- 
fers vinyl for its “warmer sound” and 
convenient play length — about 20 
minutes to a side. 

“I never felt that the introduction 
of a new format meant you had to 
abandon the old one,” Leonard said. 
“When you play an acoustic record 
on a Victrola, it’s an indescribable,

A chocolate historian 
serves drinks inspired 
by ancient recipes 

Walk in, take a whiff. Ahhhh, choc- 
olate. Now, take a sip. Mmmmm, 
high-octane chocolate with hints 
of chili. Or rose. Or nutmeg. Or 
almond. 

Welcome to the Kakawa Choco- 
late House and the world of Mark 
Sciscenti — chocolate historian, 
chocolate alchemist, chocolate arti- 
san, lecturer, baker, herbalist. 

He says that as far as he knows, 
his 3-year-old emporium in Santa Fe, 
N.M. is unique in the U.S., serving 
23 chocolate elixirs. And these are not 
your every day sort of drinks. 

Many of them are Mesoameri- 
can, based on recipes gleaned from 
anthropological and historical doc- 
uments. Such as a 1551 manuscript 
written by an Aztec physician who 
was educated in Latin and illustrat- 
ed by an Aztec artist. 


Other elixirs are Colonial Ameri- 
can or centuries-old European reci- 
pes, Sciscenti says. 

“People walk out of a coffee 
shop strung out. Here, they walk 
out blissed out,” Sciscenti says. 

Customers in the brown-stuc- 
coed adobe building are cosseted in 


rustic Mexican-made leather chairs 
in two rooms with wood floors and 
wood-beamed ceilings. 

John Henderson, an anthro- 
pology professor at Cornell Uni- 
versity, says chocolate drinks were 
used as a social grease by cultures 
in Mesoamerica — the region that 


includes Mexico and parts of Cen- 
tral America. 

“During religious ceremonies, 
weddings, funerals or just when 
you want to impress the guests, 
chocolate was the right thing to 
serve,” he says. 

Tere Lee, a 52 -year- old land- 
scape designer from Canoncito, says

she comes to Kakawa every couple 
of weeks not just for the chocolate, 
but also the atmosphere. 

“You don’t want to leave. You 
take the spirit of the place with 
you,” she says. 

The Kakawa drinks, which 
are mostly water-based, are sold 
under unusual names that run from 
A to Z: Aztec Warrior, Mayan Full 
Spice, 1644 Spanish, 1790s Jeffer- 
sonian, Zapoteca. 

Sciscenti says water “allows the 
true flavors of the chocolate to come 
forward, and all the nuanced flavors 
can build up into a crescendo on the 
palate, on the tongue, and have a 
long-lasting, lingering effect.” 


Dairy fats in milk or cream coat 
the taste buds “and so you’re not 
going to get as many flavors of the 
chocolate coming forward,” he says. 

He says he uses only the fin- 
est dark chocolates — a mix from 
“unparalleled” criollo or “extremely 
flavorful” trinitario types of cacao. 
He follows his own taste buds in 
mixing and matching ingredients 
such as cinnamon, cloves, black 
pepper, orange blossoms, rose, 
almonds or chili. 

“Quite a few of the Mesoamer- 
ican drinks or the Mayan drinks 
that I make do have chilies because 
chilies were an indigenous and 
traditional and universally popu- 
lar ingredient in drinking choco- 
late,” he says. 

The drinks usually are served 
hot, but can be ordered iced dur- 
ing the summer. 

Aztecs would drink their choco- 
late either at room temperature or 
cold, Sciscenti says. 

“Oftentimes they would have 
runners who would go up into the 
mountains and grab ice and run 
back with it and chop it up and pour 
chocolate over it,” he says. 

Henderson says chocolate was 
such a prized commodity in Meso- 
america that cocoa beans were used 
as money. 

“The joke in Mesoamerica that 
money grew in trees was literally 
true,” he says, matt mygatt (ap)

Vintage ‘80s 
icon returns to 
the tube with a 
polished look 

It’s been 23 years and Molly Ring- 
wald still has a regret about her 
“Breakfast Club” days. Her off- 
screen romance with Anthony 
Michael Hall? Hardly. The fact 
that she originally wanted to play 
Ally Sheedy’s quirky role? Over it. 
She bites her lower lip ruefully and 
shakes her rusty auburn curls. 

“Now, I wish that I kept those 
boots. I loved those boots.” 

Who didn’t? The lace-up Ralph 
Lauren equestrian boots that grazed 
her freckled knees in the film 
became every teen girl’s tantrum- 
inducing must-have in 1985. As did 
her other unique looks: the fedoras 
and chunky bangles in “Sixteen Can- 


dles”; the lacy flapper dresses and 
crimson pout of “Pretty in Pink.” 

Ringwald’s style goosed fash- 
ion circles and high school social 
cliques alike. She was an antidote to 
’80s “power dressing” and empow- 
ered the eccentric social underdog. 
Bypassing the mall for a musty Sal- 
vation Army became de rigueur and 
certified vintage as cool. Preppies 
traded their Tretorns for high tops; 
cheerleaders ratted their bangs. 

Even today’s style mavericks 
— think Agyness Deyn and Chloe 
Sevigny — nod to Ringwald’s on- 
screen style as inspiration. Enter- 
tainment Weekly just named the 
Picasso -esque prom dress she wore 
in “Pretty in Pink” as one of the 50 
pop culture moments that “rocked 
fashion.” Last year, New York maga- 
zine announced, “Ellen Page is the 
new Molly Ringwald.” 

“I never thought of myself as a 
style icon,” says Ringwald. “I wore 
all that vintage because my parents

kept me on an allowance, and so I 
shopped on Melrose. My style was 
based on necessity.” 

Now — like it or not — the 
shocking neons and tank dresses

And so is Ring- 
wald, 40, who just returned to 
L.A. to costar as a mom on “The 
Secret Life of the American Teen- 
ager,” a new ABC Family show that 
debuted recently from the creator

of “7th Heaven.” It’s been 17 years 
since she sold her house on Mulhol- 
land Drive, packed seven suitcases 
and high-tailed it to Paris.

Her own style icons 
are unusual picks: the avant-garde 
artist Cindy Sherman, who direct- 
ed her in 1997’s “Office Killer,” and 
Charlotte Rampling.
